Following the shooting the boy was 
arrested and taken to the East Twenty- 
second Street Police Station and later 
to the Children’s Court, where he was 
remanded in care of the Children's So- 
ciety by Justice Edward F. Boyle. He 
is to be given a hearing in court this 
morning. 

According to Dr. Foster, W. M. Smith, 
a teacher in the machine shop, came to 
his office with a clip containing some 
cartridges, and told 
taken it from one of the boys in the 


class. 

Dr. Foster accompanied Mr. Smith to 
the lathe room, and there, he said, told 
Sherzer to accompany him back to his 
office. Both went to the locker room, 
where Sherzer got his coat. 

Dr. Foster noticed a Colt .45-calibre 
revolver on the sheif and took it. 

‘Il am ignorant of firearms,’’ he said, 
‘‘and asked the boy tf it was loaded. 


He said he did not know, but that if 
I would give it to him he would see.”’ 

Dr. Foster declared he gave the re- 
volver to the boy and that Sherzer took 
jit, aimed at him and pulled the trigger. 
The two were but a few feet apart, and 
the bullet grazed Dr. Foster and buried 
itself in the wall of the locker ro%m

Mr. C. A. Alling, President of the Company, has summarized his letter to us as follows: 


HISTORY: DARLING & COMPANY was organized under the laws of the State of Illinois 
and is the successor to the firm of Ira C. Darling & Co., a co-partnership organized in 
1882, and operating in its present location in the city of Chicago. The Company, incor- 
porated in 1891, is one of the most important manufacturers in its line in this country, 


and its plants located in Chicago and East Saint Louis now cover more than five and 
one-quarter acres. 


BUSINESS: The Company manufactures the principal ingredients for the soap making in- 
dustry and other by-products, and among its largest customers are The Procter & Gamble 
Co., The Palmolive Company, Colgate & Company, Kirkman & Co., The N. K. Fairbank 
Co., and it also exports largely to Crusellas & Co., and Sabates S. en C., who are the largest 
manufacturers of soap on the Island of Cuba. 


SECURITY: These bonds are to be secured by a closed first mortgage upon the plants, real 
estate and ocher fixed assets having a book value of $3,726,943 and an appraised value 
under date of May 12, 1923, in excess of this amount.
